making for the Lick observatory. He

a Sons with a view of learning wheth- 
er il Waa really possible te make :t 
11,000,000 telescope. "Suppose we 
make 'em a telescope— charge .'em 
91,000,000 for it— then they'd have a 

tl, 000,000 telescope." was t he senlen 
tious hut conclusive reply. The labor 
already expended upon ibis great in- 
strument and Ihe lime yet lo be oc- 
cupied in its const ruction are elements 
winch indicate very clearly that its 
OOSt could not but be immense. The 

oontsaol eras made in 1880, and waa 
not till issi that the object glass waa 

successfully molded. The objective 

of the telescope is to have thirty six 

inches clear aperture. The difficulty 

at the outset was in the casting of Ihe 

orown glass, which waa intrusted to 
Fed of Palis. When the founder haa 
succeeded in easting his lump of glass, 
weighing several hundred pounds, the 
clay pot in wh ieb it is contained is 
broken away. The outside portions 
of the glass Itself, being impregnated 
with the clay and other impurities, 
have to be out away. This is a most 
tedious process. If any ordinary 
cutting tool were used, the glass 
would be apt to tl v lo pieces. Il has 

to be sawed bv a wire working in sand 

and Wilier. The process of cutting 
away the outside ja one. Mierefore, 
involving weeks, d nol mouths of 
labor. When il is done the mass 

must, be pressed into the shape of a 
disk, like a very thin grindstone, .and 
in order to do tliis the lump must. Bret 
be heated nearly te the melting point. 

SO as lo become phis! io. Bill w hen 

fed began to heat his large mass it 

Hew to pieces. [n successive attempts 
he took more and more time for the 
healing, but broke a dozen or more 
pieces before be at last succeeded. In 
February, 1884, he reported thai a 

glaaa was actually molded without 

having been broken, and would soon 
be ready foi ahipment. The me- 

chanism for Ihe great lube sixlv feet 
long, in ils work of .searching the 
heavens, is yet to be constructed, and 
from Mr. Newoomb's article it appears 
that the plans for it are nol wholly 

complete, not is the perfeclion of the 

object glass yet assured. After these 
matters are decid id, it will still take 
two years to finish the telescope. 

CtoMllaMMI of Pompeii. 

A writer who visited that ancient 

city of Italy whose marvels seem to 

be unlimited as excavations pn 

ihus describes bis impressions : 

" Anolher striking thing is MtT- 

absolnte cleanliness, Xbu mas say 

that the dirt has all been taken' aWaj 

by the Italian government. That ia 
true, but it is quite evident that in 
the old timet il never waa there. Our 
modern houses are nol made te be 

clean, as were the l'ompeian residen- 
ces. The walls, the floors, e\er\ coi- 
ner of their homes, were finished wilh 
the mot) admirable workmanship ! 
In their rooms no piaster ever fell, for 
il was of such excellent material, and 
so well put on. thai n soon became 
like marble. They had no wooden 
walls, no cracks whore dust could 

penetrate. Water for cleansing was 

found in every part of tin 1 house and 
ran olT through perfect drains. 

"All ihe tables and bedsteads were 
of marble or bl'Onse : and oven Hie 
well curbs and the borders of Ihe 
tlovver beds were of hewn atone, llv 
gient must have come naturally to the 
old l'ompeian : he evidently had no 
chance to gel typhoid attacks; the 
only class of diseases he could not 

provide against were the eruptive, 

and one Ox theae carried him off at 
last." -/
